Great Religious Conference 
to Be Held in Atlanta, 
December 3-5. 


The great religious conference 


which is to be held in Atlanta on 
December 3-5 under the auspices of 


will bring together in Atlanta a 
notable gathering of church leaders 
from all parts of north Georgia. 
This conference is being held in 
conjunction with sixty-four similar 
conferences in all the key cities of 
America, 


Owing to the demaad for wider 
scope of religiong in the daily af- 
fairs of men at the present time 
these conferences are destined to 
have @ far-reaching effect that will 
bring together the outstanding 
leaders of the Pratestant churches 
for a thorough discussion of a pro- 
Sram which will have a real sig- 
nificant bearing upon the future re- 
ligious life of the nation. 

A large number of prominent speak- 
ers has been assembled to attend 
these conferences. They will not 
be of the spellbinder variety, but 
they will emphasize in concise and 
pointed fashion the prolbems which 
are to be met and indicate the ex- 
tent of the campaign which the 
churches must co-operate in order 
to make the church a vital force 
among the people of America. 

Rev. H. A. Orchard, one of the 
great religious forces of the coun- 
try, is in charge of the speaker's 
department, which is preparing to 
place in the fields ten teams, of 
eight workers each for the Ccon- 
ference series.

In dis- 
trict No. 7 business generally con- 
tinues to reflect the greatly in- 
creased buying power growing out 
of the high wages and agricultural 
prosperity of the last three years.”

Guard Sugar Supply. 

In view of the prevailing short- 
age of sugar, care is being used in 
the distribution of available, sup- 
plies; all contracts on the books of 
refiners will be pooled and a Zoning 
system will be instituted, whereby 
the east will be supplied by Atlantic 
coast refiners, the west of domestic 
beet sugar producers, and the south 
by southern refiners. 

No abatement in general manu- 
facturing is noted. The’ cotton yarn 
market continues firm, with § in- 
quiries numerous. It is reported 
that cotton mill output is contracted 
for up to the close of the year, and 
that considerable orders are being 
booked for 1920. Fine goods con- 
tinue very firm and high, but from 
Boston it is reported that fear ex- 
ists that adjustment of prices of 
print goods and fancy products to 
meet the recent advances in the 
price of cotton may react unfavor- 
ably upon demdnd, or at least cause 
increased consumption of less €X- 
pensive grades. “ 

The raw wool market continurs 
quiet, with prices of high-grade 
wool firm. Lack of interest in low 
grade wools continues, reflecting 
absence of public demand for low- 
priced fabrics. Considerable inter- 
est is displayed in the prospective 
offerings of Australian wool by the 
British government, and their pos- 
Sible effect upon the market. , 

Volume of Business Swells. 


The customary seasonal swell in 
the volume of business continues. 
Sales, both wholesale and retail, in 
many sections are reported to be in 
excess of those for previous montha 
and for the same period last year. 
Stocks of both wholesalers and re- 
tailers in leading lines are running 
low, and complaint is being made of 
difficulty in obtaining merchandise. 
The demand for high-grade goods 
continues, a]Jthough in both the Bos- 
ton ‘and Kansas City districts a 
growing tendency is noted on the 
part of consumers to limit the 
amount spent for vy&rious articles, 
and from the former it is reported 
that “in buying wearing apparel 
and other articles for household se, 
except food, the publie in general is 
not paying the full amount of the 


increase in prices necessary to ob- | 


tain the quality which 
bought.” 

In the stock market the month of 
October has been characterized by 
a continuance of the speculative 
activity which commenced during 
the last week in September, and 
price advances nave occurred. Bond 
prices have shown a tendency to 
rise, the returning strength of 
high grade railroad bonds being es- 
pecially marked. Transactions in 
liberty bonds have been heavy, and 
they have led the rise in the gen- 
eral investment market. September 
issues of new securities were the 
heaviest for any month during the 
present year, and October issues are 
reported to show little or no fall- 
ing off in volume. 

Speculation was not adversely af- 
fected by the increase in call money 
rates which accompanied the re- 
cent great increase in loans of the 
New York clearing house banks and 
borrowings from the federal reserve 
bank of New York. After touching 
15 per cent at the close of Septem- 
ber rates.remainecd at a relatively 
high jevel throughout the early part 
of October, again reached 15 per cent 
on October 14 and 15, since which 
time they have declined sharply 
with an increase in available funds 
and reached a low figure of 4 per 
cent. An upward tendency in com- 
mercial paper rates in NeW York 
is reported, as well as a limited de- 
mand for acceptances. The cus- 
tomary heavy seasonal demand for 
funds is generally noted. Rates in 
other centers have heen steady and 
have not reflected the erratic fluc- 
tuations in the New York market. 
The board's figures of the volume of 
check transactions continue at a 
high level. The banking situation 
continues to be regarded as sound, 
though need of caution in loan ex- 
pansion is emphasized in certain 
quarters, particularly in view of 
heavy seasonal requirements for 
funds and the high price levels now 
prevailing. Credit and _ collection 
conditions are good and failures, 
while showing an increase for Sep- 
tember over those for the two pre- 
vious months, continue unprece- 
dentedly small and few. 


AUGUSTA STREET CAR 
COMPANY WANTS RAISE 


Augusta, Ga., November 1.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Members of the city council 
have given notice that they will 
enter earnest opposition to the 
proposition of the Augusta-Aiken 
Railway and Electric corporation tv 
increase street car fares here. No- 
tice has been given that the corpora- 
tion has filed a petition before the 
state railroad commission asking 
authority to increase the fare frum 
6 cents to 7% cents in blocks of ten 
tickets, or 10 cents for straight 
transportation. A year ago the com- 
pany was given the right to in- 
crease from 5 cents to 6 cents. 

The company is also asking the 
right to revise its lighting rates. 
It contends, however, that that re- 
vision will result in lesser cost to 
small consumes. When the com- 
pany filed its, application a year ago 
asking authority to increase to 6 
cents, it gave notice that, in all 
probability, it would later be com- 
pelled to return to the commission 
with a request that it be further 
gmwiven the right to increase rates.

Then, 
if congress wants to spend more 
money, it should do so tarough spe- 
cial appropriation bills, after the 
president’s budget has been passed. 
Such special appropriation bills 
should be accompanied by measures 
providing necessary revenue.” 

Congress Deserves Credit. 

The National Security 
statement reads: “Congress de- 
serves much credit for the progress 
which it is making in the direction 
of budget reform. The passage of 
the Good bill by the house is a step 
in the right direction. It i é 
worthy beginning and _ the 
test will come on the proposal that 
all appropriations shall be handled 
by one committee in thé house of 
representatives instead of many as 
at present.

~ Simplicity Is Keynote of All 
French Dress 


EAL thought and care are dis- 

B played in the dressing of the 

French child. Whether boy or 

girl, there is no sameness about the 
mode of its attire. 

Simplicity is the keynote of these 
children’s. fashions, as itis of all 
French dressing. But this simplicity 
never reaches the point of deadly mo- 
notony. There are as many different 
modes of unpretentiousness as there 
are different sorts of children. When 
one looks into the matter and exam- 
ines the sources from which these 
clothes issue one finds the answer. 
There are specialists in the business 
of making children’s outfits. These 
people do nothing else but cater to the 
needs of children, and to that worthy 
cause they devote their lives with the 
greatest care. 

You enter the shop of a specialist 
‘in the matter of children’s clothes and 
find. decorations which carry out the 
thing she is doing. It is a place of 
bright colors and dainty fixings: On 
the walls are prints showing the 
clothing of children for many genera- 
tions past. They are faintly colored 
and delicately sketched. There are 
mirrors set at low angles where the 
small ones can catch their own refiec- 
tions without too much difficulty. 
There are soft pillows set upon the 
floor, woven from brizcht colors of 
beads in designs of brilliant posies. 

Gay plaids are the coming thing for 
grown up coats, but they have taken 
‘a running start by being used for 
summer coats for the children, The 
cloths are all fuzzy and warm and 
‘cozy-looking, but the weight of the ma- 
terials is lighter than a feather. THe 
colors are the brightest and happiest 
one: could meet in a day’s journey. 
They are yellow and green combined, 
with big cuffs and an all-enveloping 
collar of plain green. Or they are 
plaids of black and a grassy green, or 
those combined of brown and citron 
, or of blue and a bright cerise. All 
these coats are made on straight lines 
with never a curve nor a cut-out seam. 
The sleeves are set in on straight lines 
and the coats themselves are cut in 
the same manner, s0 that while there 
are buttons and  ~buttonholes, the 
clothes have the effect of being care- 
lessly wrapped about the figure. 

The coat shown in’the illustration ts 
an example of what is now in baby 
manteaus. Once the young lady de- 
cided to let her arms droop, there 
comes a folding appearance to the 
coat which is altogether charming. 
The sleeves droop into the main por- 
tion of the coat, and the whole thing 
folds into the straight lines of the lit- 
tle figure. The material used here is 
the softest of vicuna cloth, golden 
brown and silky as to surface. The 
buttons are shiny round, and black, 
while the lining of a crushable silk is 
two or three tones lighter than the 
brown of the coat. A Paris child nev- 
er wears a coat unléss the dress har- 
monizes with the wrap. In this partic- 
ular instance the dress is made of the 
same color and quality of silk as is the 
lining of the coat.

Ways to Freshen Velvet, 

Velvets get defaced by having the 
puc or nap crushed. It can often be 
raised again by careful steaming. Lay 
a wet cloth over the-back of the vel- 
vet, lift-the two together, and pass 
them over an inverted hot fron, hold- 
ing the wet cloth-nmext the iron; or 
hold the velvet stretched over the 
steam from a vessel] of hot water or 
a steam spreader on the spout of a 
teakettle, with the back of the velvet 
toward the steam. 

Dust may be removed from velvet by 
brushing, then sponging carefully and 
steaming. 


An Excellent Dust Cloth, 

Soak a piece of cloth, any size you 
want, in water (I find cheesecloth the 
best), then wring out and. soak in 
kerosene oil. Wring out again and put 
on the line to dry. This makes a good 
dust cloth, and is kept in good conc 
tion if treated to the same process 
once a week.

Another early fall street costume for 
the lady-child laid all of its charm to 
color. It was a dark serge coat cut 
on the simplest of lines and almost 
tight in fit.

HE Japanese idea of cut-flower 
T arrangement is entirely differ- 
ent from the American.

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MOTOR TRANSPORT 
SAVED ENGLAND 


When Strike Tied Up 
Transportation System, 
Motor Car Transport 
Scheme, Planned Dur- 
ing War, Put Into Effect. 


London, November 1.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—When the railroad 
men’s strike tied up the transpor- 
tation system of England the minis- 
try of food put into operation a 
scheme of motor-car transport plan- 
ned in detail during the war for use 
in case of German invasion. It 
worked so successfully that there 
was no suffering, and virtually no 
inconvenience from lack of food. In 
the case of London it was a much 
bigger task than could face any 
American city because London lives 
a hand-to-mouth existence in ab- 
sence of adequate storage facilities. 

When the decision to strike was 
announced’ the food ministry put 
into effect a system of rationing as 
rigorous as during the war, mar- 
shalled the government’s 5,000 auto- 
mobile trucks and closed Hyde Park, 
the wage-earners’ favorite place for 
protest meetings. The great park 
became a dumping ground for food 
brought from all over the country. 
From there it was distributed to 
wholesalers of London. The opera- 
tion moved so smoothly that on the 
second day rationing was eased a 
little and within a week supplies 
were plentiful. On the sixth day 
three-fourths of London's normal 
supplies of 167,000 gallons of milk 
daily was being brought in and dis- 
tributed. < 

After a few days Hyde Park pre- 
sented a scene somewhat like an 
army camp and eventually akin to 
a circus ground at one-day stand. 
Everything moved rapidly, but there 
was little confusion. Long lines of 
trucks, driven by army-trained men 
at the direction, in many instances, 
of army officers, deposited food at 
several centers or loaded it for dis- 
tribution. 

Scores of women members of war 
auxiliary services, many of them 
still in kahki assisted the men vol- 
unteer workers in driving the mo- 
tor cars and handling lighter arti- 
cles. The women also did an ime- 
mense amount of clerical work. 
Army . discipline did much toward 
the success of the undertaking. The 
government had plenty of cars and 
more than enough willing hands for 
every job. The ministry of food 
still had a firm grip on wholesalers 
and retailers as far as allotting 
food was concerned. This was a 
power conferred during the war ana 
had never been relinquished. 

Several newspapers stated that 
the railway workers did not appre- 
ciate the government’s resources. 
One labor*leader said the day the 
strike was declared that England 
would face starvation within a week 
and the government would be forced 
to surrender. On the seventh day 
of the strike a high railroad official 
told The Associated Press that food 
was not considered a compelling 
factor in the strike.

Colonel Thornton this time was 
not accompanied by his high silk hat, 
a dicer to which he has always been 
partial. Instead he wore a derby, 
and a derby does not sit so well on 
Colonel Thornton’s head as a high 
silk. 

Time was.when there was not a 
better known or a better liked man 
in all Atlanta than Colonel Marcel- 
lus E. Thornton. His father’s death 
shortly after the war left him prac- 
tically the head of the family and 
it was his greatest delight to care 
for those at the old héme. And this 
he did well and cheerfully, first at| 
his trade, that of a candymaker, 
and then as a newspaper worker. 
In his very young days he had a 
hankering for newspaper life e2..d 
when not at work he was almost 
constantly hanging around the print 
shops in the city. So it was not 
Strange when one day he found his 
efforts to become a worker recog- 
nized by employment as a reporter | 
on one of the Atlanta papers. Carey 
W. Styles, Robert Alston. St. Clair 
Abrams, E. Y. Clarke. I. W. Avery, 
W. W. Scruggs and others of that 
time were his ideals, and it was/! 
these great newspapermen he tried 
his bes€@ to emulate. 

Full of energy, ever ready to 
work, no assignment too hard to un- 
dertake, Thornton was ‘not long in 
making a foothold among the best | 
of <Atlanta’s reportorial workers. 
Always a hustler, his services were 
in demand, and, during the later six- 
ties and seventies, he worked at va- 
rious times on every paper pub- 
lished in Atlanta during those years. 


And,. besides that, he had the bic- 
gest string of papers outside of At- ' 
lanta to serve daily by wire. Dur- 
ing all those years he had an abun- 
dant faith in Atlanta and its future 
and was ever ready in his way to 
boost the good town along. 

“I always believed in John C. 
Calhoun’s prophetic words about 
Atlanta,” he was wont to say in 
those old days. 

Wearing short trousers, but with- 
out the long hose, Colonel Thornton 
was in Atlanta during the siege and 
tells yet with vividness many of the 
terrible scenes of those days. 

After Sherman Departed. 

“Our home was then on Forsyth 
street, at Garnett, where the Jewish 
synagogue was afterward erected,” | 
he says. “And after Sherman went 
out we couldn’& walk the street be- 
cause of the debris and dead horses. 
The town was terribly torn up. I 
guess I had the first grocery store in 
after Sherman went ou 1) 
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him that pleasant home. Then, 
when Colonel Cary W. Styles, an- 
other old friend of those days, came 
back to Atlanta from Texas, I re- 
member writing of him: ‘No one 
ever left Atlanta but that came 
back again.’ But all these’are gone 
now. Ali were good men, the best 
men in the world, and they all 
loved Atlanta. And that reminds 
me that I love Atlanta still, and 
sometimes I find myself wishing I 
were back here. But.who can tell? 
Stranger things have happened. 
And then, there was my old friend, 
Joe Harris. Many is the time we 
had together. Why, when his family 
was away from home he slept half 
his nights in my room on Broad 
street, and there he wrote many of 
his first Uncle Remus stories. At 
that time I was writing my poem, 
‘Our Immigrant.’ That was back in 
"71, and I have only very recently 
completed that poem, which will 
make a 700-folio volume, 

“Atlanta is the same Atlanta of 
thirty-fiye years ago, and yet it is 
not. It has the same narrow, 
crooked streets, amounting almost to 
malformation. It has some of the 
some three and four-story houses of 
old. But my. Just look at the 
great sky-touching buildings, that 
seem to almost g0 out of. sight. 
When I was working in Atlanta I 
used to Keep up a tirade in the pa- 
pers for a widening and straight- 
ening of the .streets. It could have 
been done then at no cost. Now it 
is impossible. But do you know I 
have heard it said that these same 
narrow,- crooked streets have al- 
ways been an asset to Atlanta, and 
it may. be that they have.”

'it ig plain to be seen from his let- 
|}ter that conditions in the former

He says he has busied himself. with 
| writing a book on chess, during the 
, dark daysofthe war, “because there 
was nothing else to do.” His re- 
|quest for assistance from his Amer- 
‘ican friends is taken to mean that 
i'his little fortune has been lost en- 
tirely. 

Dr. Lasker was never considered 
a wealthy man, but it is Known 
that he amassed quite a few 
| worldly possessions through 
| world-wide tours as a chess player. 
(‘He has written extensively about 
| the pastime and his works have al- 
| ways been popular with the lovers 
of the game, especially in this coun- 
try where they enjoyed a big sale. 

Germany was always a fertile 
field for Dr. Lasker in the days of 
peace, for the better class in that 
country were devoted to chess. 
Since the war, however, chess and 
all other pastimes have been sheived 
indefinitely. , Dr. Lasker admits 
/ chess will not be as popular in Ger- 
/ many for many years. 
| Shipley, of Philadelphia, a leading 
| patron of chess, has interested him- 
, self in Dr. Lasker’s appeal and will 
| attempt to arrange a season's book- 
} 


ings for the champion through the 
various chess organizations through- 
out the country. 

_ Jose R. Capablancha, of Havana, 
is anxious to meet Dr. Lasker for 
the champion, but he will not press 
his claim until a reasonable time 
after Dr. Lasker, arrives in this 
country. An effort will be made to 
have Dr. Lasker come to the United 
States in December.

» Bequences of the institution by the

$50,900 and will, next season 
thereafter, be worth from $69,000 
to $70,000. 

The value of Fair Play was fixed 
by the victory of Mad Hatter in 
the championship inaugural much 
more definitely than it had been by 
the achievements of the brilliant 
two-year-old: Man o’ War, which, 
like Mad Hatter, claims the ac- 
complished son of Hastings an@ 
Fairy Gold for sire. es 

Great as Man o’ War has proven 
himself to be, he is only a great 
two-year-old. His speed and his 
courage have not been tried at a 
greater distance than three-quarters 
of a mile. 

Mad Hatter’s Race. 


Mad Hatter’s performance in the 
Latonia championship demonstrated 
beyond argument that Fair Play can 
get stout distance runners as well 
as horses of high sprinting speed— 
‘Mad UHatter himself can sprint 
three-quarters in better than 1.12 
and a mile in better than 1.38— 
and it is the horse that can sire 
distance running ability that will 
be wanted most in America from 
this time on. 

The day of the exploitation of the 
sprinter at the expense of the dis- 
tance runner has past, and the in- 
stitution of the Latonia champion- 
ship which gives a new value to the 
distance running horse of racing 
age as it has, in the case of Fair 
Play, given a new value to the horse 
that is capable of siring distance 
running ability, has had more to do 
with this happy consummation than 
any event in recent racing history.

Takers.

(By Constitution Leased Wire) 
Washington, November 1.—When 
the census enumerator strikes the 
Georgia farmer in January the lat- 
ter must not only tell everything 
he knows about his farm and its 
productivity, together with fixed 
Statistics as to the various and sun- 
dry products raised and marketed 
in 1919, but he must also tell how 


much it cost him per acre, the im- 
provements, its present value, its 
future possibilities, the encum- 
brances and so on. The question- 
naire prepared by the census 
reau, is out tonight. An advance 
copy has just reached my office by 
messenger and from a casual glance 
I will suggest that the smartest 
Atlanta lawyer would consume two 
full hours in making one out, if the 
questionee is prompt in his replies, 
and-just how long it will take the 
average census taker to get this in- 
formation is problematical. 

The pamphlets setting forth the 
instructions to enumerators, of the 
fourteenth decennial census. are 
being sent tonight to the more than 
80,000 people engaged by the cen- 
sus bureau to carry out the task 
of thoroughly canvassing the Unit- 
ed States and its territories and 
possessions this coming January. 

These instructions must be fol- 
lowed strictly by the census takers 
in their canvassing work, no au- 
thority being granted to enumera- 
tors to alter or modify the rules. 
Each enumerator will be held re- 
sponsible to the supervisor. of the 
census district in which. he works. 
The nation is divided into 372 cen- 
sus districts. 

Identification cards also have 
been prepared and will be furnished 
to all enumerators which, with 
their written commissions, will be 
evidence of their authority to ask 
the questions required by the cen- 
Sus act and to insist upon accurate 
answers. 

Four schedudes are to be used by 
enumerators, two for. population, 
one of which is the general sched- 
uls and the other the supplemental 
schedule for'the deaf-mutes and the 
blind. The other two schedules’ are 
for agriculture, one being the gen- 
eral farm schedule and the other 
schedule for live stock not on farms 
or ranges,

of players. Iam not referring now 
merely to the few years that I have 
been connected with the game, but 
to the past hundred years. To 
write intelligently about things 
that happened so long ago I must 
admit that I have had to dig into 
the archives of the game. 
Played Feather Balls, 


A hundred years ago they were 
playing with feather balls. They 
were more expensive, too, than 
the ones we play with today, despite 
the fact that we are now -yeying 
more than ever before in America 
for a golf ball. The feather balls 
were hard to make. A lot of feath- 
ers were stuffed into a little leath- 
er bag, which was then sewed up 
much like a baseball, although it 
was made out of darker leather and, 
of course, was much smaller. Not 
many of them were lost, as it was 
impossible to drive one very far, 
and I am told that they did not 
slice or hook as easily as a rub- 
ber cored ball or even the old gutta 
percha ones that succeeded the 
feather ball. 

In the old days the pros made 
balls just like they make clubs to- 
day. The feather balls lasted long- 
er than the modern spheres, and al- 
though much <ccarer were more 
economical in the end. All balls 
were about the same. size and 
weight, but no one objected if one 
man insisted on tucking in a few 
more~feathers, or if his ball happen- 
ed to be slightly larger than the av- 
erage. If it made a better ball this 
was somewhat of an advantage, but 
if it made a worse ball this was 
his funeral and nobody but himself 
was to blame. And this is the way 
it has been in golf all the way down 
to the present time. Each player 
can select the ball to his liking, 
heavy or light, little or big. There 
came nearer to being a standardi- 
zation in balls when the old gutta 
was in use. They were all about 
the same size and weight, but dif- 
fered slightly in the markings. 

The gutta almost revolutionized 
the game. There was such a great 
contrast between the two balls that 
distances on the golf links were 
thrown out of kilter. Links had to 
be lengthened considerably. It was 
just such a change as took place 
when the rubber-cored ball re- 
placed the gutta, but I am told that 
there was mote of a contrast be- 
tween the gutta and the feathery 
than there was between the gutta 
and the present ball. 

Gutta Balls Success. 


The success of the gutta was 
more or less of an accident. As 
the story goes, the first gutta percha 
balls tried were, of .course, round, 
but it was found that they did not 
fly well and had a habit of duck- 
ing after traveling 100 yards or so. 
The committee testing the balls gave 
them up and a few of them got 
into the hands of the caddies, who 
knicked them up so much that there 
was no further trouble in the flight 
and the boys began to get unheard 
of distances with the new Dall. 

They informed the committee of 
their discovery and the result was 
anew gutta percha ball with regu- 
lar markings on it or indentations 
that held it up and made it travel 
a longer time in the air. When the 
new rubber-cored balls came into 
existence they had bramble mark- 
ings, or what is commonly called 
pimples. This improved the flight, 
but a few years ago the recessed 
marking or what we know as the 
dimple ball came along, and this is 
today the ball most commonly used 
and one that I think is the best 
ever invented, or what might prop- 
erly be called the last word in ball 
making. The rubber-cored ball 
made its first appearance about 
twenty years ago. It was evident 
from the very first that this was 
the ball of the future and that the 
gutta would soon be relegated to 
the ash can. The new ball was 
barred from tournaments in Eng- 
land, but only for a while, and the 
reason is obvious. The supply would 
not meet the demand, and unless 
there was enough to go around it 
was unfair to let some of the fortu- 
nate ones gain all the advantage. 
Naturally, the balls were suppress- 
ed for the time being. 

-ihere has never been any crying 
nged for a standardization of golf 
balls. It would be just as ridicu- 
lous to make all golf players play 
with the same kind of a golf ball 
as it would be to introduce several 
different sizes and weights of base- 
balls into a ball game. In a ball 
game eighteen men are engaged and 
all playing with one ball, while in 
golf each player has his own ball. 
Your opponent has noenes to do 
wipgh your game and you have noth- 
ing to do with hig, If he selects 
a very light ball and is a hard 
hitter this is his lookout. With all 


golfers can shop around and pick 
out the one best suited to his style 
of play.

If golf balls are standardized it ts 
said that the floater would be gse- 
lected as the proper size and weight. 
If this is done it is good-bye to long 
hitting, and it would be possible for 
women golfers to drive along with 
the best pros. This would serve to 
reduce some scores, possibly those 
of the duffer, who now insists on 
playing with a heavy ball because 
he knows that pros use them. It 
would add many strokes to the good 
gsolfer’s game, who could not hope 
to make any great distance with a 
floater. The pro would also be at 
a great disadvantage on the putting 
green, aS everyone knows the small, 
heavy ball is much better to putt 
with and keeps its line better than 
light ball. 

There seems to.be no good rea- 
son why a golf bal! should be 
standardized. The best golfers do 
not want it. The average player 
would be at a great disadvantage 
if not permitted to select his own 
size and weight of ball, @nd the 
manufacturer would lose a lot of 
his business. Competition now in 
golf ball making is keen and this is 
always a good thing for any game.

The 
other lies in the fact that the im- 
ports of Great Britain consist large- 
lv of produce and raw materials re- 
quiring a large amount of tonnage 
and that the British use coal for the 
outward vovage. 

Carry Coal at Profit. 


Coal does not command a 
freight rate, but by carfyinr 
roduction their outward voyages, 
British ships are able to bring baek 
raw materials at a rate that shows 
a profit for the round trip.

The guild buildings, now used as 
schoolrooms,,. were already old in 
Shakespeare’s boyhood, and from 
time to time mention is made of 
necessary repairs being undertaken, 
during which time the school mas- 
ter was compelled to take the boys 
into the chapel for instruction. This 
practice was, however, finally for- 
bidden in 1595. 

The school pursued its career 
without further change in its organ- 
ization until 1843. In that year ap- 
plication was made, “under an act 
for improving the conditions and 
extending the benefits of grammar 
schools,” for a new scheme of con- 
stitution and management, and on 
November 1 of that year the school 
entered upon a new and extended 
career of usefulness. Various addi- 
tions to the buildings have been 
made as circumstances and educa- 
tional needs demanded. The school 
possesses a gymnasium and a man- 
ual workshop, and within recent 
years a wellFequippned chemical lab- 
oratory and athletic grounds have 
been added.

HOME COOKING 


By MRS. M. A. WILSON 
Queen Victoria’s Former Cuisiniere

Early in November is the time for 
the thrifty housewife to prepare her 
winter seasonings. Parsley in the 
out-of-door garden, if covered, may 
be cut until nearly Christmas. Then, 
unless the kitchen garden has been 
transplanted indoors, all the gar- 
nishing must be purchased. 

For the price of a single bouquet 
of these herbs the housewife may 


have a splendid garden of each va- 
riety. The French housewife con- 
siders the kitchen garden the secret 
of her success in cooking, and, ow- 
ing to the changes in the climate, 
she assures herself of the fact that 
she has an indoor garden for about 
seven months in the year. j 

Parsley, thyme, chives, targon, 
lettuce, corn salads and radishes 
may be easily grown in window 
boxes. The successful indoor gar- 
den will need shallow boxes about 
eight inches deep and about fifteen 
inches long. The box that the evap- 
orated fruits are packed in makes a 
splendid size. 

To prepare the box: Nail a strip 
of tin or fasten with wire the sides 
and bottom. This prevents the box 
from separating. Paint the outside. 
To prepare the soil: Light loam 
is ideal for these plants, but lacking 
this take three buckets of the ordi- 
nary garden soil, one bucket of sand, 
one bucket of chicken manure, one 
large lump of unslaked lime. Work 
this well with a rake or hoe, so as 
to thoroughly mix. Let stand for 
one week, and then turn over every 
two days. Cover at night and on 
rainy days with a piece of oilcloth 
or linoleum. In about fifteen days 
sift or put through the screen. An 
ash sifter is splendid for this pur- 

ose, 

Now fill the boxes and let them 
stand in the sun for three days. 
Bring into the house and place over 
the kitchen range or a radiator, so 
the soil may be warm, for you know 
cold soil retards seeds. 

Chicken manure is easier to han- 
dle and can be obtained more read- 
ily than that of the barnyard. 

Lacking both of these fertilizers, 
you may purchase five pounds @ the 
prepared fertilizer. If you are going 
to use the purchased material the 
soil will not require long prepara- 
tion. About ten days will be suffi- 
cient; if the weather is very bad 
mix in the cellar. 

Parsley. 

To sow parsley: Fill the soil 
into the boxes and shake down well. 
Fill tke boxes to the edge and set 
them in a warm place over the 
range or on the radiator for two 
days. 

Now take a block of wood and 
pat the soil in the boxes firmly and 
then make little furrows one-half 
inch deep and five inches apart, the 
width of the box. Soak one-quarter 
ounce of parsley seed in warm water 
for twenty-four hours and then 
Plant seed in the prepared furrows. 
sift over the seed a fine covering of 
soil one-half inch deep and then 
pat the soil firmly with a wooden 
block and. set in a sunny window. 
Water with warm water three days. 

Parsley is very slow to germinate, 
and. it will require three weeks be- 
fore the tiny shoots appear. In 
about seven weeks you can begin 
to cut. Use an old fork to keep the 
soil worked well about the roots. 
ee thrives in a warm, moist 
soil. 

Moss-curled ahd double-curled ana 
single leaf are varieties of parsley 
that will supply an abundant green 
for the seasoning and garnishing. 

Chives. 

Chives are small, bulb-rooted 
plants that will grow easily and 
supply an abundant garnish and 
seasoning for stews, .goulashes, 
meats, salads and the like. Prepare 
the soil as for parsley and then pur- 
chase two clumps of chive roots 
from the nurséry. Divide each 
clump into four pieces and plant in 
the boxes, packing the earth quite 
firmly about the roots. Water daily 
and cut freely to within one and 
one-half inches of the roots. 

; Chervil. 

Prepare the soil in the box the 
same as for parsley, making the 
furrows one inch deep. Plant the 
seed without soaking and pack the 
earth firmly over the seed and water 
lightly.

Tarragon 
is a healthy perennial and is grown 
for its aromatic flavoring in the 
leaves. 

Get a clump of the roots from a 
nursery and divide them. Plant in 
the same manner as chives. This 
plant may be slipped in the same 
manner as flowers by placing a 
stem in water until the roots form. 

When an abundant crop of leaves 
begin to form pick or cut and use 
for targon vinegar, the epicures de- 
light for salads. Tarragon is used 
in soup, salads, stews, etc. 

Thyme. 

Plant the seeds the same as for 
chervil. 

The secret of this French kitchen 
bouquet of herbs is the soil. This 
should be kept moist without being 
wet; it should be thoroughly work- 
ed. If the soil ts too moist, rot and 
wilt will occur. To keep the soil 
sweet add four tablespoons of pow- 
dered charcoal every two weeks.

The Front Lawn 


and Its Flowers 


By Julia Lester Dillon. ' 


“The little road says go; 
The little house says stay. 

And, oh! it’s bonny. here at home, 
But J] must go away.

The very first consideration of the 
old and new householder is the 
question of the spaces bounded on) 
one side by the curb and on the 
other by the front door. The treat- 
ments of this garden problem are 
as varied as the fancies of the indi- | 
viduals occupying the houses and 
yet the same general principles 
should apply. There is infinite va- | 
riety in their application. 

There’ mist be: First, neatness; 
second, fitness; third, harmony of | 
outline: fourth, artistic effect. In| 
the order of their importance they 
are given and most of all should 
stress be laid on the value of. sim-| 
ple treatment in this space. Let sim- | 
‘plicity be the keynote and welcome | 
the heart of all front-door effects, 
whether the entrance leads to a spa- 
cious home of palatial appointments 
or is the doorway to an humble 
bungalow. 


The space between 
the sidewalk and between the side- | 
walk and the house should in every! 
case, and without any exception, be 
planted with grass. Italian rye 
grass gives a beautiful green win- 
ter sod and Bermuda is the only 
lawn grass that will stand the heat 
of the southern summer § sun. lf 
there are large trees and deep Shade 
white clover and Kentucky blue- 
grass will have to be used, for Ber- 
muda will not grow where there is 
deep shade. The St. Augustine 
‘erass-is richly lush both winter and 
summer and grows well on the 
coast, but it is so coarse that it is 
not to be recommended for 8Smooth- 
shaven turf. It will not give this. 
The sod should be kept closely cut 
atalitimes, well-rolled and the lines 
of the walks at the edges should be 
kept clear and well defined. This 
for neatness and comeliness. This 
is an ideal hard to realize in this 
day of high labor and searcity of 
even the usual wandering grass 
eutter.

In the sidewalk grass plot noth- 
-jngz should be planted except trees 
Iimphasize_ this. American elms; | 
water, pin and willow oaks, Caro- | 
Jina and tulip poplars, plane and, 
ginkgo trees are all hardy, of sym- 
metrical growth and worth while 
sidewalk trees. 

Plant them 4Q feet apart and if 
you do not have space for blossom- 
ing trees, plant between the larger 
trees dozwood or crepe myrtles for 
bloom. Neither of these trees should 
be allowed to grow bushy. ‘They 
‘should be pruned to a single stem, 
with no branches near the ground. 
This keeps the sidewalk vistas clear. 
and does not break the chargn od 
the succeeding vertical lines that | 
make so fascinating and kann lg 
long avenues of trees. 

To the above list should be. 
ndded, as well for beauty as for 
utility, the pecan, walnut and hick- | 
ory.. Get large trees, of selected | 
stock, and plant them on the side- 
walks. If this is universally done 
the ravages of the malicious small) 
hoy will not be tolerated. [Lduca- 
tion will solve the problem of 
broken branches and stolen fruit 
and custom will give it the stale- 
ness of the ordinary. These trees 
are too handsome not to be more 
widely used in this way. 

In order to define the line between | 
the sidewalk and the front lawn 
some planting should be made. Even 
the simplest and lowest of hedges 
ia better than nothing. A hedge of 
Amoor privet 12 inches high will 
frame your lawns in green lines and 
enable you to sit on your living 
porch and look to the street with- 
out meeting the glare of sun-baked 
brick or cement sidewalk on a blis- 
tering summer day. Think about 
this feature of it, will you? It is 
not only for the sake of beauty the 
boundary should be planted, but for. 
the sake of comfort to the eyes and 
refreshment to the soul.

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TRUTH IN TAXATION. 


Atlanta is exceptionally fortunate 
in having as the principal speaker 
upon the occasion of the Armistice 
Day memorial celebration, to be 
held jn the Auditorium on Novem- 
ber 11, a man who has made a re- 
markable record as governor of a 
sister state, Thomas W. Bickett, 
governor of North Cavolina. 

No American governor in recent 
years has produced more favorable 
comment throughout the country 
by reason of his official acts than 
Governor Bickett. His record in 
office has been democratic in all 
that the word implies; and through- 
out his career he has proven him- 
self to be a democratic progressive 
—not a progressive who pulls 
down, but one who constructs and 
builds. 

Among the particularly notewor- 
thy laws that have been written 
into the statute book of North 
Carolina in compliance with his 
recommendations, the following 
acts may be mentioned: : 


1919. 


Ikxempting homestead notes, 
mortgages, etc., from taxation, and 
limiting the rate of interest on such 
evidence of indebtedness, to encour- 
age and stimulate home ownership. 
To relieve the crop lien evil. Pro- 
Viding for the teaching of agricul- 
ture, manual training and home 
economics in the public schools. To 
assist rural communities in the util- 
ization of small water powers. Pro- 
viding for installation of rural tel- 
ephone lines and the formation of 
rural mutual telephone systems. To 
improve the social and educational} 
conditions in rural .communities, 
which makes it the duty of the 
state superintendént of public in- 
struction to provide for a series of 
rural entertainments consisting of 
moving pictures given in rural 
school houses. Raising the mini- 
mum salary of school teachers from 
$45 to $65 per month. Requiring 
children under the age of 14 to at- 
tend school during the entire school 
term. To prevent children under 
the age of 14 from working in mills 
or other industries. To issue bonds 
of the state for the permanent en- 
largement and improvement of the 
state’s educational and _ charitable 
institutions. To provide for the in- 
corporation of rural communities. 
To amend the.constitution so as to 
insure a six months® school term. 
To provide for the physical examl- 
nation.of the school children of the 
state at regular intervals. To 
tablish a budget system. To allow | 
absent electors to vote, better known | 
as the absentee voters’ law, etc.

But the most important of all of 
the legislative enactments he has | 
brought about, and the one that 
has made him a national character, 
is the new revaluation tax law 
which was recently put into opera- 
tion. 

Preliminary to the enactment of 
this law, Governor Bickett went be- 
fore the legiag&@ture of North Caro 
lina and requested it to @iscard all 
semblance of camouflag> and de- 
ceit in*the matter of taxation by 
passing a law to encourage prop- 
ery-owners to tell the truth about 
the value of their holdings in mak- 
ing.their assessment returns. 

North Carolina had been doing} 
like most other states: Basing tax- 
ation upon a percentage of the real 
value of all taxable property. 

Under that system—which still 
prevails in Georgia, by the way— 
the greater the difference between 
the actual and the assesgment 
value of property returned, the 
higher is the tax rate. 

Conversely, the nearer the as- 
sessment value which approaches. 
the actual value, the lower is the 
tax Trait. 

Governor Bickett said, in effect, 
to the legislature: “Why try to 
fool ourselves? Why lie to our- 
‘gelves? Why. make the people of 
the United States believe, on the 
basis of our taxation returns, that 
ours is a poor state with a high 


tax rate, instead of telling the 
truth—which would be of vast ben-| 
efit to us as a state—that is, that 
North Carolina is a rich state, and 


upon that basis establish a low 
tax rate?’ | 

“I devoutly believe,” he said, in 
his message to the legislature— 
“that if we shall resolve to about 
face and tell the exact truth about 
our property, we will not only 
shame the devil, but we will de- 
crease rather than increase the bur- 
dens of taxation. 

“To this end 1 urge you to clothe 
the tax commission with ample 
powers, and equip it with ample 
forces and direct it to find and place 
on the tax books at its real value 
every piece of property, tangible 
and intangible, in the state of North 
Carolina. It will not be difficult to 
frame machinery that will accom- 
plish this result if we be in deadly 
earnest about it.” 

He outlined an act which, he 


maintained, would— 
1. Put an. end to the debauchery 


of the people by winking at false- 
hood and fraud in the matter‘of 


taxation. 
.2. Get rid of unequal valuations. 
3. More than double the value of 
property on the books, and secure 
increased revenues. 
4. Make North Carolina appear be- 
fore the world as _a wealthy state 
with a vuibioulnel xe se instead 


of a poor state with an exceedingly 
high rate. 


The law, he declared, could— 


be so framed that any person who 
endeavors to conceal his property or 
the real value of the same will .e 
in very grave danger of going to 
jail in this. world and to hell in the 
world to come. 

Governor Bickett carried his 
point. The general assembly adopt- 
ed his suggestion, and North Caro- 
lina is now tracking the létter of 
the law and telling the truth about 
its taxes. 

In other words, the property- 
owners of North Carolina return 
their property to the tax assessor 
at its true value, and the tax is 
levied upon that basis instead of 
upon the basis of a certain per- 
centage valuation, as was formerly 
done. -This system distributes the 
burden of taxation equally among 
all property-owrers, the g.eat and 
the small; and it makes tax dodg:- 
ing, tax evasion, or favoritism on 
the part of tax assessors, 
tically impossible. 

North Carolina is the only state 


full measaure. 

So far the results are said to 
be strikingly satisfactory; and not 
only is the new system rapidly 
gaining in popularity in North Car- 
Olina, but the whole country is 
watching the experiment with in- 
terest, and the chances are that 
before many years the “Bickett 
plan” of tax assessment will be in 
universal practice., 


plan to bring about a just equali- 
zation of taxation? 

Is not the truth in matters of 
taxation, as in everything else, bet- 
ter and fairer and squarer than 
campuflage and deception? 

One man, at least, who believes 
that it is is Governor Bickett who 
is going to address the people of 
Atlanta in the Auditorium on No- 
vember 11; and those who fail to 
attend that meeting will miss an 
opportunity to hear a man who is 
not only one of the most distin- 
guished governors of the day, but 
one who is in the front ranks of 
American statesmen.

_formances will be held upon that

proceeds to be turned over to the 
Actors’ Fund of America, of which 
Daniel Frohman is president and 
Marc Klaw chairman of the finance 
committee. 

This is a cause that should ap- 
peal to the sympathy of every 
American citizen. 

No element of our population 
manifested moré sincere devotion 
to the cause of himanity during the 
war, or contributed more liberally 
of what it had to bring about a 
triumph for the principle of human 
rights than the theatrical profes- 
sion. 

The ectors and actresses of 
America gave generously of their 
time. and talent to bolster the 


morale of the men called to the. 
_bocker Press catalogues only a few 


colors and to keep them in a happy 
and courageous state of mind while 
preparing for the battlefield, and 
also while convalescing from sick- 
ness and wounds.

Louvain: Wrecked by Germany 


American educators are launching 


a movement to raise funds to re- 
build the famous library of the 


University of Louvain, destroyed by 


the German invaders early in the 


war. 
The city of Louvain, the “Oxford 


of the low countries,” is described | 


in the following bulletin from the 
Washington headquarters of the 
National Geographic society: 

“Not only the University of Lou- 
vain, but the city, is an object les- 
son in the wanton destruction of the 
German army. Early in 1915 a 
group of university professors of 
other countries drew up a petition 
expressing ‘strong indignation and 
abhorrence at the gratuitous de- 
struction of ancient buildings that 
has marked the invasion of Belgium 


‘and France by the German army’ 


and protesting ‘in the _ strongest 
terms against the continuance of so 
barbarous and reckless a policy.’ 
“To this:a group of German uni- 
versity professors, among them 


Gerhart Hauptmann. Max Rein- 
hardt and Rudolf Eucken, replied 
that it was not true that their 
troops had treated Belgium brutal- 
ly but that, anyway, ‘we must de- 


cidedly refuse to buy a German de- 


feat at the cost of saving a work 
of art.’ 

“If Louvain has contributed little 
to scientific achievement it had a 
tremendous effect upon philosophic 
It has beer 
said that the city’s chief product 
was theology. But Germany’s con- 
tempt for that kind of culturei. re- 
flected unconsciously in Baedeker’s 
guidebook of 1910 which describes 
it as ‘a dull place with 42,20° in- 
habitants.’ 

“Thus the German guide casually 
dismisses the cradle of Belgian in- 
dependence, an early home of the 
European weaving industry, and a 
treasure house of marvelous arc 
works. In one of his most famous 
pastorals, Cardinal 
visitor in the United States,

“In this dear city of Louvain, 


perpetually in my thoughts, 
magnificent Church of St. Peter will 


never recover its former splendor. 
The ancient College of St. Ives, the 
art schools, the consular and com- 
mercial schools of the university, 
the old markets, our rich library 
with its collections, 
unpublished manuscripts, 
ives, its gallery of great portraits 
of illustrious rectors, chancellors, 
professors dating from the time of 
its foundation, which preserved for 
masters and students alike a noble 
tradition, and were an incitement in 
their studies, all this accumulation 
of intellectual, of historic, and of 
artistic riches, the fruit of the la- 
bors of five centuries—all i3 in 
dust.’ 

“The library referred to contained 
some 70,000 volumes and -hout 509 
manuscripts, and was attached to 
the university founded in 1426, by 
John IV., scapée-grace husband of 
Jacqueline. Before the war the uni- 
versity had 2,900 students: but at 
its heyday, in the 16th century, its 
enrollment exceeded 6,000. 

“The city of Louvain ever will be 
remembered as the scene of the 
xranting to the Belgian people by 
Duke Wenceslaus of the ‘joyous en- 
try,’ and the university will be as-

In the six months which have fol- 
lowed the signing of the treaty of 
Versailles and the publication of the 
terms, political disputes in America 
and political events in Europe have 
#20 served to turn attention and dis- 
cussion from the document. itself 
that it is perhaps worth while to 
return afresh to the basis of settle- 
ment, which is more often discussed 

Ow in detail than viewed with any 
4 Pistorical perspective as a whole. 

Thus in the United States the en- 
tire discussion has centered about 
the league of nations, a circum- 
Stances of the peace settlement, 


which for the great nations of Eu-| 


rope, for France, Britain and Italy, 
was relatively minor, while in Great 
Britain the attack has been made 
ape provisions affecting Britain’s 
allies, which, to say the least, are 
not more open to criticism than oth- 
er sections extremely profitable to 
the British themselves. 

We may say, with fair accuracy, 


that the treaty was a disappoint- 
ment to all the nations who fought 
together against Germany, but for 
very diverse reasons. For the 
French it seems a small return for 
their great losses and sacrifices; for 
the British, something far short of 
the settlement which would enable 
Mhem to return to a measure of their 
old isolation, having disposed of the 
main question at issue, namely the 
‘German challenge and the German 
menace. For the Italians the treaty 
‘is an even greater: disappointment, 
because, with the snbordinate set- 
tlements with Austria and in the 
Near East, it fails to recognize Ital- 
ian aspirations or honor Italian 
claims. 

With the American debate over 
the league of nations, I shall not 
deal in this article; what I mean 
to try to set forth is the extent to 
which. the treaty may be regarded, 
as the best 
world settlement yet known, supe- 
rior to the agreements of Westpha- 
lia, of Utrecht and of Vienna, and to 
emphasize something of the merits 
which are still discoverable in a 
documént, which at the present mo- 
ment 
execration. 

Great Value of Treaty. 


To begin at the beginning, it 
seems to me that the great virtue 
of the treaty of Versailles is the 
degree to which it has recognized 
the rights of peoples to dispose of 
their own allegiance. Roughly 
speaking, there were in central Eu- 
rope, at the moment when the world 
war broke, forty-odd millions of 

eople, living in a condition of po- 
itical and intellectual slavery. 
Among these were twenty millions 
of Jugo-Slavs, four millions of Ru- 
manians, a million and a half 
Alsace-Lorrainers, and a million of 
tlalians in the Trentino and Trieste 
districts. 

Without exception, these forty 
millions, a population much greater 
than that of the north and south in 
the civil war, longed for liberation 
had striven vainly against military 
and bureaucratic tyranny, in the 
case Of the Poles had fought against 
“their oppressors, and never, in a 
century and a half, given up the 
hope of future deliverance. The,last 
century, which saw the liberation of 
Italy, the unification of Germany, 


atthe partial deliverance of the Balk- 


ans, had given a vital impulse to 
the race consciousness of the tribes 
and peoples still held in political 
slavery. 

Ahe world war, itself was an in- 
evitavle conseqmence of this stirrin: 
of subject races. The success o 
the Balkan states in their war 
against Turkey had carried with it 
a fatal menace to the Hapsburg em- 
pire, within whose frontiers 25,000,- 
v00 of enslaved Slavs lived. . 

. The sole hope for survival for the 
Hapsburg empire was a successful 
attack upon the Serbs, 
postpone, if it did not abolish, te 
day when Austrian and Hungarian 
Slavs would seek liberty and seek 
it with a strength beyond the power 
of German and Magyar in the dua] 
monarchy to cedstrain. 

Looking back over two genera- 
tions of Furopean history from the 
Crimean to the world war, it is man- 
ifest that the condition which ex- 
isted as a consequence of the en- 
“slavement of various races was an 
unstable one. The Italian people 
demonstrated this in their noble 
struggle for liberty and union. 
The little Balkan states proved it 
again in a series of wars, which 
only narrowly missed setting all 
Europe on fire. The concert of Fu- 
rope, the great powers, selfishly 

anxious to preserve their own peace 
ane prosperity, whatever {it cost the 
subject races, were never able to 
compel the subject races to submit 
consentingly to their condition of 
cervitude. : 
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‘People’s Rights Recognized 
Inthe Treaty of Versailles 


One may assume it to be axio- 
matic that peace in Europe, in the 
world, was not possible so long as 
it was predicted upon injustice upon 
the sacrifice of the right of mil- 
lions of men and women to liberty, 
the use of their own tongues and 
the observance of their own cus- 
toms. The proof of all this is to be 
found, alike in the lone series of 
alarums, which preceded the coming 
of the world war, and in the cir- 
cumstances of its arrival. 

Now the treaty of Versailles, of 
St. Germain and the associated doc- 
uments have liberated these forty- 
odd millions. There is a Polish state 
by virtue of the treaty which in- 
cludes most, if not all, of the Poles, 
there is a Czecho-Slovak state, 
which includes most of the Czechs 
and the Slovaks, the Slovenians, 
the Croats and the Hapsburg Serbs 
have been set free and have joined 
hands with their Serb brethren be- 
yond the Danube and the Saye; Al- 
sace-Lorraine is French. Woughly 
speaking, we have set free some 
forty millions of men and women, 
we have created new nations and 
we have aided in the extension of 
the frontiers of old states to include 
their brothers, lately held in servi- 
tude. 

Great Human Fact. 

To me this is the great human 
fact about the peace settlement, the 
enduring fact. But it is at once ar- 
gued that this liberation has not re- 
sulted in peace and does not prom- 
ise immediate peace. Possibly this 
may be true, but peace founded upon 
slavery was at once unjust and im- 
permanent. Again, it is argued that 
while justice has been done, injus- 
tice has also been similarly done, 
that we have énslaved as well as 
liberated, that we have abolished 
old slavery to create new. 

The basis of this contention may 
be found in the fact that in many 
cases there have been included 
within the frontiers of new states 
fractions of the races which were 
lately masters. Danzig, which is 
not included within Polish frontiers, 
but created a free city, the Ger- 
mar population in districts assigned 
to the Poles, the Austrian-German 
minorities in Bohemia, the Tyroless 
Germans south of the Alps, in new 
Italian districts, and with ever- 
growing insistence, the case of the 
Saare basin, are presented as ex- 
amples. 

Further than this, 
with no small justice, that the races 
newly liberated are displaying an 
eagerness io enslave their neighbors 
wholly comparable with the spirit 
displayed by their own masters of 
yesterday. Out of this situation 
have grown innumerable disputes, 
The Poles seek to extend their fron- 
tiers south and east at the expense 
of Lithuanians, White Russians and 
Ruthenians; the Czecho-Slovaks 
seek territories inhabited by Poles 
and by Ruthenians, in Teschen and 
at the southwestern end of the Car- 
pathians. Thus we have abolished 
one se. of war-causing disputes only 
to find that we ep tig shown a new 
crop, the first harvest from which 
is now being gathered.

During 
the twenty-four months ending 
April 30 last, the figures show, 
Red Cross chapter workers turned 
out 375,174,825 surgical dressings, 
hospital garments, refugee gar- 
ments and knitted comforts for the 
soldiers and sailors, the estimated 


value of which was 398,184,359. 

It is estimated that 8,000,000 
women and girls participated in 
this tremendous work,’ and it is 
ameng them largely that the Red 
Cross is now recruiting the million 
workers who wild assist in the en- 
rollment of members for 1920 dur- 
ing the ten days ending Armistice 
day, when as nearly universal mem- 
bership will be sought to maintain 
the effectiveness of the organiza- 
tion built up in the war for the big 
peace program of the Red Cross. 
These women, affiliated with over 
3.700 chapters, toiled early and late 
in home and Red Cross workrooms 
throughout the land, and to their 
efforts was largely attributed the 
morale maintained in allied coun- 
tries through the assistance given 
the suffering civilian populations, 
in addition to the cheer and com- 


fort their labor carried to the 


American troops.

Every 
dollar spent in the north for prod- 
ucts that can be gotten in the south 
means less profit for the merchant 
who is spending it. The money spent 
in the south means the payment of 
the workers of the south who in 
turn will spend that money in the 
stores of the south. 

“Atlanta is the wholesale center 
of the south. The trade is realizing 
this more every day, but it needs to 
be known more. It is also becom- 
ing known as the manufacturing 
center of the south. Goods are man- 
ufactured here much more cheaply 
than in the north. Conditions for 
the manufatcure of goods is better. 
Strikes in the mills are very rare 
and the manufacturers turn out bet-

Two weeks ago Mr. Saul made a 
trip to the north for the purpose of 
rushing delayed shipments for his 
firm and to purchase any desirable 
items that might be on the market. 
He said, “Only with dogged perse- 
verance could the shipments be as- 
sured. The mills and larger jobbing 
houses seemed to be unacquainted 
with the term ‘service’ as interpret- 
ed by the southern merchant. Of 
course there is a shortage of mer- 
chandise and that accounts for the/| 
delay in shipments, still the south- 
ern manufacturer or jobber would 
have taken more pains to- acquaint 
the retailer of the actual facts and 
would have made every possible ef- 
fort to help the retailer. 

“In looking over the scant mar- 
ket and learning the prices on dif- 
ferent items I was surprised. Prac- 
tically all of the jobbers in At- 
Janta have items of merchandise in 
their stock that are as much as 29

The well-known Georgia author, 
Will N. Harben, whose novels of life 
in the south were met with such cor- 
dial approval by readers all over 
the United States, and whose death 
in New York on August 7, brought 
great sorrow to his many friends, 
spent. most of his life in the south. 
Mr. Harben was born, reared and 
married at Dalton, Ga., and spent 


was in 1888 that he decided to give 
up business and devote his time to 
literature, 

His first real venture was a story 
he sent to The Youth’s Companion, 
and for which he received a liberal 
check. This encouragement finally 
resulted in his becdbming one of the 
editors of the paper. One dav he 
turned up in Atlanta, and, meeting 
a friend, he said: 

“I have resigned my place on The 
Youth’s Companion. My associates, 
twenty-six in all, made it pleasant 
for me, but you see I want to write 
stories myself, and not spend my 
life revising and editing the work 
of other men. I know what I am 
about. Just keep an eye on me.” 

And it was with pleasure that the 
south watched the upward and on- 
ward career of Will N. Harben. He 
was an indefatigable writer, book 
after book from his tireless pen 
found its way down to Georgia, his 
old home. 

He meant to write books that pec- 
ple would read, he went abroad, met 
the leading literary men of the old 
world, joined London's clubs 
studied in its libraries, and then re- 
turned to his native land fully 
equipped with the ideas that he 
later so successfully put into execu- 
tion. 

He lived so see the realg@zation of 
his dreams, to know thatWhis work 
was on a foundation that would not 
topple over in a few years. 

William Dean Howells savs of 
Harben’s novels: “A unique and im- 
pressive series of volumes that have 
made the scenes and the people of 
Georgia familiar to readers in every 
quarter of our country. His people 
talk as if they had not been in 
books before, and they talk all the 
more interestingly because they 
have for the most part not been ‘in 
society,’ or ever will be. They ex- 
press themselves without straining 
for dialect, in the neighborly par- 
lance which their experience has 
made familiar among their mountain 
friends. They express themselves 
with a fury of fun, of pathos and 
profanity which is native to their 
religion.” 

It was William Dean Howells to 
whom Mr. Harben’s interesting pic- 
tures of American life made a strong 
appeal. It was through Mr. How- 
ells’ influence that Harper publish- 
ed “Westerfelt” in 1901, and since 
then Harben has written and pub- 
lished some nineteen or twenty 
books, among which are “The Hills 
of Refuge,” “The Desired Woman,” 
“The Triumph,” “Anne Boyd,” “Pole 
Baker,” “M’am Linda.” 

In Mr. Harben’s last book, en- 
titled “The Cottage of Délight,”’ 
which was published after his ceath, 
he tells the story of-a little commu- 
nity in Tennessee, centering the plot 


around a young contractor and_his* 


wife. In this book he fulfils in 
every way the promise of talent and 
craftsmanship prophesied for him 
ten years earlier by William Dean 
Howells.

Many are the stories of heroism 
that were performed “by members 
of the A. E. F., that are known only 
to a handful of comrades. One of 
these is retold by Sergeant Alexan- 
der Woolcott in his book, “The 
Command Is~-Forward!” just pub- 
lished by the Century company.

The author of “Footprings of the 


Creator’ thought that in the vege- 
table life of the carboniferous age, 
from which our coal beds are formed, 


|was found the most striking proof 
' that All-Wise Providence made spe- 
| cial provisions for man before

| appearance on earth. This may also 
apply to our great limestone forma- 
| tions, which occur in practically all 
of the ancient periods of the world’s 
history. The value of lime, as used 
in many arts and industries, is uni- 
versally recognized, and when we 
consider the well-established fact 
that this material is neede to in- 
crease the fertility of soils and in- 
sure abundant harvests of food and 
other crops, we have. additional 
reasons to fancy that we may aright 
the pages in the book of nature 
which seem 'to bear specifically upon 
the welfare of a creature that came 


written. 

But, whether we assume that these 
materials were placed here by de- 
sign for the use of man, or as results 
of physical evolution carried for- 
ward after a general p lan, the fact 
remains that they are among the 
natural resources which are: classed 
as essentials, 

Whether the effects of partial or 
gweneral laws, it is certain that, 
owing to conditions in these ancient 
periods, there were stored up great 
formations of lime rock which are 
now ground and pulverized and made 
to correct acid soil conditions and 
to force the growth of plants which 
gather nitrogen from the air to re- 
plenish the supplies of soils, so that 
vegetation may flourish and man 
may procurt food and raiment, 

The cause for wonder now is that 
the use of this material is not gen- 
eral—that so many farmers, with 
the examples before them, should 
fail to make teh most of one of the 
greatest natural resources for the 
improvement of soils and crops. 

For the past decade many experi- 
ments have been conducted. to de- 
termine the value of lime in agricul- 
ture, and, as was the case with those 
reported in-the Tennessee agricul- 
tural experiment station bulletin No. 
119, a wide variety of crops were 
used, from legumes with high lime 
requirements, such as alfalfa, to non- 
legumes, with low lime requirements, 
such as cotton and sweet potatoes. 
The purpose of these experiments 
has been to find out not only the 
immediate value of lime in soil pro- 
duction for the various soils, but 
also the final effect on the soil 
itself. The results have been such 
as led to the adoption of a resolu- 
tion at a recent lime conference at- 
tended by directors of southern ex- 
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DURING SHORTAGE 


Malt Sugar Syrup New 
Commercial Product, 
Has High Food Value 
and Delicious Flavor. 


Washington, October 31.—Malt 
sugar syrup is a brand-new sweet 
which has arrived on a commercial 
scale at the psychological moment 
to relieve the sugar shortage, say 
the specialists of the bureau of 


chemistry, United States department 
of graculture, who have Iinvestigat- 
ed various substitutes for sugar. In 
addition to being a sweet, malt sug- 
ar sirup has a delicious flavor some- 
what resembling that of honey, 
which adds much to its palatabuity 
and value as a sugar substitute. 

While malt sugar has long been 
known to chemists, its production 
on a commercial scale is only be- 
ginning. Two factors have stimu- 
lated its production recently. The 
shortage of sugar has developed 
a market for it. and the recent pro- 
hibition law has made available 
both the raw material and the ma- 
chinery needed for its manufacture, 
Malt sugar sirup is made from the 
same grains as beer and may be 
made from corn or potatoes or any 
plant containing starch. Barley, 
which was used until recently in 
the manufacture of beer, can be 
used now to produce malt sugar 
syrup. 

Breweries, with very little change, 
can be used and are now being used 
for its manufacture. Up to a cer- 
tain point the process for making 
malt sugar syrup is the same as the 
process for making beer. Evapor- 
ating pans is the pricipal additional 
equipment required by breweries to 
become malt-sugar syrup factories. 

Malt sugar syrup looks very 
much like maple syrup. It can be 
used for everything that cane sugar 
is used for. While its use on the 
table may not be quite as convenient 
as sugar, it is a most excellent sub- 
stitute for table use when sugar is 
not to be had, as it not only pro- 
vides sweetness, but is equal to sug- 
ar in food value. For cooking and 
baking purposes and for making 
candy it is not only equal to sugar 
in convenience and food Dbalue, but 
is superior for some uses because 
it will not so readily crystallize. 

Malt sugar syrup is now being 
sold in large quantities to commer- 
cial bakeries and candy and soft- 
drink manufacturers, who us it in 
place of sugar. The wholesale price 
as quoted in recent advertisements 
in trade papers and elsewhere is 
to 9 cents per pound in bar- 
rel lots. Many retail grocers do 
not handle it yet, because there has 
been little demand for it on the part 
of housewives. Grocers can now 
obtain it and no doubt will be glad 
to do so as the demand for it in- 
creases. Hlousewives can well con- 
serve their dwlindling supply of 
sugar by using it in cooking, bak- 
ing and homemade confections, ond 
even on the table for sweetening 
coffee, oatmeal and desserts. It 
can be used for every purpose for 
which sugar is used. If the house- 
wives want it, the grocers will 
get it. 

Although malt sugar syrup is be- 
ing called upon, so far as household 
use is concerned, merely as a pinch 
hitter in the present emergency, the 
specialists expect that it will make 
such a batting average that it will 
hereafter have a regular place in 
the batting order. This is a case 
where the substitute makes so good 
that the regular, whose place it take 
may haveto warm the bench. While 
it is not likely that this new sweet 
will replace sugar for table use in 
normal'times. it undoubtedly will 
make a.place-for itself in the house- 
hold as it is doing in the masaufac- 
ture of food products. It is an ex- 
wholesome syrup, and on ac¢- 
count of its delicious flavor, is su- 
perior to sugar for some purposes 
in cooking and baking.

On making germination 
tests it was found that some sam- 
ples gave a high percentage of ger- 
mination, thus indicating that the 
failure was not due to the quality 
of the seed. In other cases less 
than 10 per cent Of the seed germi- 
nated. Often inquiry relative to the 
age of seed giving a low percentage 
of germination disclosed the fact 
that it was new seed. 
In some case poor 
of new seed w due to the seed 
having been subjected to unfavor- 
able weather conditions during 
growth. Rainy weather at bleoming 
time may result in poor ferti¥ization 
and light seed which geaminate 
poorly. In other cases the apparent 
poor germination of seed may have 
been a provision on the part of na- 
ture to insure the continuation of 
the species through having some 
of the seeds remain dormant until 
the second or third Season.

Labor is affected and also has re- 
ceived the stimulus of higher wages 
from the increased demand and 
lessened supply of wage

There has not yet been an evening- 
up of the labor situation. rhe United 
States has put out about $95 000,- 
900.000 in war bonds. These. 
as the basis of immense credit, for 
security in the world. Naturally, with 
these bonds outstanding,-there 18 a 
stimulus to inflation and also an 
enhancement in the purchasing 
power of the holders and others in 
the United States. Advances in 
prices of commodities have in- 
creased the loans made by banks, 
and. in turn, the new federal reserve 
bank system, with its discount fa- 
cilities. has enlarged its lendings 
and increased the volume of its 
notes put into circulation. These are 
amone the leading ftactors in 
part played by inflation in the pur- 
chasing power of the United States.

Feeding and care are fully as im- 
portant as good breeding, and the 
department does not encourage 
ownership of well-bred live stock 
by persons unwilling or unable to 
give such stock competent care. 

The emblem is an official recog- 
nition of meritorious desire and ef- 
fort in live stock improvement, 
but is not a guaranty of the quali- 
tv of live stock. 

Emphasis will be placed on indi- 
vidual benefits to be derived from 
a more efficient production rather 
than on an increased number of an- 
imals. 

The campaign urges replacement 
of scrub sires by good pure-breds, 
but does not urge pure-bred stock 
of both sexes on the average Amer- 
ican farm. Whether pure-bred fe- 
males should be kept is a matter of 
individual judgment.

CARING FOR THE HOGS 
' JN THE WINTERTIME 


This is the time of the year when 
the careful hogman has made all his 
preparations for the proper housing 


of his hogs during the coming win- | 


ter. Often the housing of the hogs 
on the farm is neglected and the 
buildings used are the poorest used 
for any stock. But, of course, this 
cannot be said of the man who is 
engaged in the breeding of pure- 
bred Poland Chinas. He Knows the 
value of his hogs, and tries to lave 
them warm and comfortable in cold 
weather. But many farmers, who 
are raising a few head of swin. for 
market and for their own family 
use shamefully neglect the hog 
when he should know there is every 
reason why he should practice just 
the opposite policy. It isn’t neces- 
sary that the hogs’ shelter for com- 
fort should be costly, because there 
sO many ways of preparing 
quarters for your hogs that every 
enough labor and 
expense to put his hogs in comfort- 
condition. It ig economical to 
do this; it is a saving to any farmer 
to have his hogs so that they will 
not suffer from the cold weather, 
especially the rains, snows” and 
damp, cold weather. 

If they are not cdmfortable and 
are worrying and squealing, it is at 
the expense of their maintenance. 
They are either using up goed 8 
feed that would be otherwise turfied 
into grain and profit. If you fail 
to keep them warm with comfort- 
able quarters you will be compelled 
to supply them with more feed or 
else a loss in the weight of the ani- 
gain. That is, about 4 per,..cent 
and to provide the proper shelter 
and eomfort for them is poor bus!- 
ness and a direct loss to the owner. 


WINTERING CATTLE 


ON EXPENSIVE LAND 


The question of whether the corn 
belt farmer or the farmer of any 
section where land has become high 
in price can afford to raise beef. cat- 
tle has been often discussed, always 
leading to the conclusion that un- 
less some method can be devised to 
more cheaply Keep the cows to raise 
beef calves beef cattle raising must 
be left to those sections of cheap 
land where large tracts are kept in 
pasture. 

In the high-priced lands, where 
winters are severe, the cost of win- 
tering beef cows has been so great 
that there was little or no profit in 
raising calves from them to go on 
the market for slaughter. 

The Tilinois experiment station, 
appreciating the situation, set about 
to find a way that would permit the 
corn belt farmer to raise his own 
steers and has finally arrived at 
pretty definite conclusion, as fol- 
lows: 

Cheap Winter Feed. 

Beef cows can be wintered cheap- 
ly on silage made from corn fodder 
with the ears husked out, with an 
addition of about one potnd of cot- 
ton seed meal per day per cow and 
legume hay. 

Silage made from corn with the 
ears on it made the silage so high 
in price that it couldn’t be used at 
a profit in cow wintering, but 
was found that cows came through 
the winter in practically 
condition when fed all they would

|THE RELATIONSHIP 
BETWEEN COTTON 
AND HOG INDUSTRY 


Cotton bears so improtant a re- 
|lation to hogs that it is interesting 
to survey briefly the cotton crop 
situation in the south as it relates 
to the business of distributing 
breeding and market: hogs. Ac- 


cording to the latest. figures, the 
cotton crop of the United States 
this year is estimated at 10,696,000 
bales, compared with 12,040,532 last 
year and 11,302,375 in 1917. The 
latest condition report* for cotton 
shows an averageof only 54.4 per 
cent, but a year ago the average 
was only 654.5. 


' Hogs and cotton are closely re- 
lated for three reasons. First, 
cottonseed oil, one of tne py-prod- 
ucts of the cotton crop, is a fat 
which competes with lard and which 
enters in an important measure into 
the production of what is termed 
compound lard in markegs. When 
cottonseed oil is abundant and 
cheap, there is a tendency to in- 
crease the production of compound 
lard. This has a weakening influ- 
ence on the price of lard and on 
the price of hogs. In view of the

Supply of seed from which to make 
cottonseed oil. The second impor- 
tant reason is the effect of cotton 
returns on the demand for breeding 
stock. The third reason is the in- 
fluence of the prosperity of the 
south from its cotton on the demand 
for hog products in that territory 
and in the country as a whole. These 
influences are worth careful con- 
sideration.

It is not proposed to tax you wit 
the figures in detail. It is enough 
to say that Iowa farmers raisea 
double the number of fowls Georgia 
farmers raised, and her hens laid 
more than five times the dozens 
of eggs Georgia hens layed. Iowa 
farmers sold nearly twelve times 
the total dozens of eggs sold by 
Georgia farmers. 

Iowa farmers have not only a 
Jarger number of fowls, but, evident- 
ly, better fowls—better egg pro- 
ducers—than Georgia farmers have.

Locating Poultry House. 


In locating a poultry house it is 
best to select an elevation having 
a natural draininage away from the 


building, for damp ground means 
cold ground. If the house can be 
built in the lee of a windbreak or 
a hill, or in front or farm buildings

is prefesable to slay. 
soil, for the form eris more easily 
kept in a sanitary condition. If it 
is impracticable to select a soil that 
is naturally dry, the soil should 
be made dry by thorough under- 
drainage.

good enough to support plant life is 
unfit for poultry. 

As sunlight and warmth are es- 
sential to success, the buildings 
should face the south: other things 
being equal, they will be warmer 
and drier. When a direct southern 
exposure cannot be obtained a south- 
eastern is preferanie to a south- 
western exposure, for fowls seem to 
prefer morning to afternoon sun. A 
gentle slope facing the south is the 
most suitable.

Nevertheless, the fact remains— 
but known to all too few of us—that 
sait can be made to supplant sugar, 
and with very pleasing results, in 
many instances, a conspicuous one 
of which is.in the preparation of 
grapefruit for the palate. 

There was a time when few people 
até sliced tomatoes without first 
treating them to a liberal sprin- 
kling of the saccharine substance; 
but now there are just as few but 
who use salt instead of sugar on 
their tomatoes. 

After all, sugar-eating, beyond a 
reasonable point, of course, is large- 
ly a matter of habit. One who ha- 
bitually takes sugar 
coffee can, by a little effort and 
gastronomic discipline, lose all de- 
sire for it, without any diminution 
of his love for tea and coffee. That 
is, providing he takes suger in some 
other form, for the system requires 
a certain amount of sugar just as 
it does of salt, phosphates, etc. 

As for grapefruit, sugapis popu- 
larly used on that dish, n because 
the system needs it, but for the fla- 
vor it imparts and because of the 
habits of the individual taste. 

Salt, it has been clearly demon- 
strated in instances without num- 
ber, can be. made to serve a purpose 
equally as pleasing to the palate, 
and with an effect that is practically 
identical with that produced by sug- 
ar. 

Grapefruit, acidulous as it is, con> 
tains a more or less high percentage 
of sugar; but the presence of the 
Sugar content is ordinarily scarcely 
perceptable to the sense of taste on 
account of the preponderance of 
acidity in the juices of the fruit. 

Wherefore has developed the cus- 
tom of adding enough sugar to 
bring the saccharine flavor to a 
point of preponderance over the 
tartness, or “sour” taste. 

Salt, on the other hand, used in 
lieu of sugar, has the , effect of 
“bringing out” and accentuating the 
sweetness that is one of the natu- 
ral contents of grapefruit and neu- 
tralizing the acidity, so as really to 
make the fruit taste sweet when it 
is placed in the mouth. 

The.experience of those who have 
thus forsaken the “sugar habit” in 
connection with the enjovment of 
their grapefruit is that the initial 
test of the saline substitute is not 
at all pleasant; the next “not so 
the third, pleasing, and from 
that trial on it continues to grow 
better and more delectable until 
finally comes a time when sugar 
would seem as much out of place on 
grapefruit as cayenne pepper in cus-

The board is -especially charged 
by law with the development of the 
cotton plant to resist. insects and 
diseases, such as Anthracnose, black 
‘arm, wilt and Nemotode, @nd espe- 
,cially to develop a plant as pro- 
'ductive as possible under. boll wee- 
' vil conditions. It is also arged 
| with the study of diseases and in- 
sects and find remedies and develop 
|resistent plants except where they 
occur. For that reason the sta- 
‘tion was estabkished here, the cen- 
iter of southwest Georgia. 

South Georgia is one of the most 
| productive sections of the state 
in addition to growing a large 
|'amount of cotton, 
'ean orchards and 
‘cultural section. The watermelon 
-and canteloupe' industry very 
large, Therefore the station locat- 
|ed in this section is of immense 
' benefit. to the farmer. How to 
overcome the difficulties and trou- 
bles of the crops is scientifically 
studied and information given out. 

The board is composed of Com- 
missioner of Agriculture J. J. 
3rown, Atlanta. Ga., chairmna: R. 
Cy og: ee Macom Ga., and Cap- 
tain John A. Cobb, of Americus, Ga.; 
A. C. Lewis is state. entomologist 
and Ira W. Williams is director of 
stations.

A Nemotode test is conducted to 
determine the best means to oblit- 
erate the Nemotode worm. 
test every third block is a 
block of cotton and on one 
eotton and on the other 
corn or peas. Each year cotton is 
planted where corn or peas were 
the previous year and corn or peas 
where cotton was, and is rotated in 
this manner each year. 

There are also breeding plots to 
breed up pure-bred seed from wilt 
resistent varieties. These are 
bred from one individual stalk 
cotton. 

One of the most interesting ex- 
periments conducted is the velvet 
bean test. In this test is planted 
all the best known varieties of 
velvet bean and some crosses have 
been made that promise some good 
new varieties. Velvet beans are 
found to be resistant to disease, 
‘especially Nemotode and wilt. A 
plant of this kind is absolutely nec- 
essary for the rotation of*the crops 
in south Georgia in order to elimi- 
nate the Nemotode worms. For 
this reason a test of different va- 
rieties for the production is carried 
On and new varieties are being de- 
veloped. We have already attained 
a great deal of success in develop- 
ing and breeding up of different va- 
rieties. 

A plant pathologist looks after 
the various diseases of plants and 
crops and is at all times at the 
service of the public. 

The office is well equipped, with 
a stenographer in charge and com- 
pi#te records are kept of each test. 

Bulletins are issued each year 
giving the results of the work and 
are mailed to anyone interested.
